SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled 15first1.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a photographic image in colour. It explicitly depicts a naked female 
engaging in vaginal intercourse with a male, who is visible only as penis and torso. 

The female's facial features and slim body indicate she is aged in her mid-teens. This 
supposition is borne out by the publication's title, which suggests the female is 
intended to be seen by viewers as being 15 years of age, and engaging in her first 
sexual experience. This computer image file is identical to another file entitled 
15first.jpg (OFLC Ref: 9900152) which forms part of the same referral from the 
Waitakere District Court. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. This is because it explicitly depicts a young person engaging in sexual 
activity, and its intended purpose is viewer sexual arousal. This has the effect of 
validating the notion that young people are legitimate as participants in sexual activity. 

Because it promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes, the publication is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) deeming provisions are 
inconsistent with and override the rights to freedom of expression set out in si4 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
